The Berg er Hospital Board of 
Gov ern ors met Wedn esday n ig ht in 
special session 
to discuss the 
feasibility of further improv emen ts at 
the hospital. 
Con struction of a proposed 100 bed 
n ursin g tower at Berg er Hospital could 
be fin an ced wiUi a tax lev y . 
Meetin g with the board were Dav e 
Haas an d Gordon Mein hart of Ern st 
an d Ern st, who hav e don e the fin an cial 
plan n in g for the n ew win g ; Gran t A. 
Dren n en an d Jack Kin dig from Mid* 
C^io Health Plan n in g Federation an d 
Dan Carmichael, architect. 
Carmichael desig n ed the n ew an ­ 
cillary win g an d at that time made 
sketches of a 100-bed n ursin g tower to 
be built in fron t of the n ew win g , an d 
referred to as Phase II of the buildin g 
prog ram. 
The Mid-<^o g roup is a rev iew 
ag en cy g ov ern in g the activ ities of 
hospitals in this area. 
Eh-en n en said Pickaway Coun ty was 
still g rowin g an d he saw n o reason for 
the patien ts in this area to g o to 
Columbus for routin e hospital care. 
Sug g estion s to this problem were 
in adequate facilities an d a lack of 
phy sician s. 
Alon g these same lin es, Charles 
Rideout, hospital adm in istrator, 
commen ted that the old hospital does 
n ot con form to state safety an d fire 
reg ulation s sin ce both the halls an d the 
doorway s are too n arrow to ac­ 
comodate the reg ular hospital bed. 
The old part of the hospital was built in 
1930 an d is far from today ’s stan dards. 


Harry Clifton , chairman of the board 
of g ov ern ors’ fin an ce committee, 
remin ded those presen t that the oc­ 
cupan cy of the hospital had decreased 
somewhat in the past two y ears. 
Un der Carm id^el’s master plan , 
the old hospital would be tom down 
when the n ew tower is completed. The 
n ursin g tower would house the 100 
beds, dietary facilities, admin istrativ e 
offices an d secon dary an cillary ser­ 
v ices. The projected cost is three to 
three an d a half million dollars. 
The matern ity win g would stan d as it 
is an d would be con n ected to the n ew 
buildin g . Carmichael also ex plain ed 
that the 100 beds would in clude 86 
medical-surg ical an d 14 matern ity 
beds. 
An un fin ished shell on the third floor 
of the tower was also discussed. 
Further discussion en sued as to the 
n eeds for an updated n ursin g facility 
an d most of those presen t ag reed that 
if more phy sician s could be attracted 
to the area, more patien ts would stay 
in Pickaway Coun ty for hospital care. 
The board took action to employ e 
Ern st an d Ern st to work on a study to 
determin e when the board should 
proceed with the bmldin g prog ram an d 
how this prog ram could be feasibly 
fin an ced. Earlier in the meetin g , the E 
& E represen tativ e had quoted a price 
of $2,500 for such a study . 
E & E should hav e the plan s ready in 
a couple of weeks sin ce Rideout 
men tion ed that July 15 is the deadlin e 
for submittin g plan s for the Nov ember 
ballot should the board decide to g o 
this route.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Public 
utilities will be able to challen g e rate 
hikes as too small without takin g the 
chan ce that they will lose what they ’v e 
already g ain ed un der a rulin g Wed­ 
n esday by the Wiio Supreme Court. 
The court ruled un an imously that 
the Clev elan d Electric Illumin atin g 
Co. can leg ally charg e its customers 
un der a rate schedule ruled illeg al 
un til a n ew, hig her rate schedule can 
be approv ed by the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio. 
The court rev ersed an earlier rulin g , 
which said that the rates must jump 
back to the prev ious approv ed rates, 
sometimes to a rate sev eral y ears 
prev ious. Utilities complain ed at that 
time that the rulin g made it impossible 
for them to win a case because they 
would en d up charg in g rates less than 
those foun d to be in adequate. 
The court said CEI could leg ally 
impose rates which were ruled 
illeg al in 1975 un til a n ew, hig her rate 
is approv ed. 
The PUCO in 1973 authorized a rate 
in crease 
for 
CEL 
The 
utility 
challen g ed the rate, claimin g it was 
too low. The Supreme Court last Jun e 
ag reed, strikin g down the 1973 rate 
schedule as un reason able. 
But the PUCO then told CEI it would 
hav e to charg e the rates in effect prior 
to 1973 sin ce those were the last rates 
held to be leg al an d v alid. 
The 1972 rate schedule was n ot ac­ 
tually put back in to effect.The 
Supreme Court temporarily stay ed the 
order, an d the PUCO later allowed CEI 
to file a n ew rate schedule. 
Both CEI an d the PUCO asked the 
court for a rulin g on whether the 1972 
or the 1975 rate was proper. 
‘“n ie basic arg umen t in support of 
(the earlier rulin g ) is that when this 
court rev erses a con un ission order 
approv in g a rev ised rate schedule, the 
order an d the schedule are then n o 
lon g er in effect,” Justice Leon ard J. 
Stem said in the court’s opin ion . 
‘‘The log ical result of that arg umen t 
would be that n o rate could be charg ed, 
sin ce this court had struck down the 
on ly rate schedule which was filed an d 
in effect with the commission .

‘‘That result would of course be 
man ifestly 
un fair an d 
perhaps 
disastrous for the un lucky utility ,” 
Stem said. 
Stem said the utility must be allowed 
to make a reason able charg e. An d, he 
said, the rate struck down by the court 
woiUd be closer to a reason able charg e 
than a rate man y y ears old. 
Justice Thomas Herbert said the 
earlier rulin g —which led to the 
rein statemen t order—was based on a 
leg al prin ciple which was un realistic. 
‘‘Our error...was n ot in an n oun cin g 
an in v alid prin ciple of law; it was in 
our un derstan dable un willin g n ess to 
accept as in ev itable the in ordin ate 
delay s n ow associated with importan t 
PUCO decision ,” Justice Herbert said. 


He said the n ew decison repre.sen ts 
‘‘the acceptan ce of an d a n ecessary 
respon .se to reality .” 
In other decision s Wedn esday , the 
court: 
Upheld the state auditor’s rig ht to 
withhold pay men t for g asolin e an d oil 
used in state un dercov er cars imless he 
has a list of such cars, their "cov er” 
licen se plate n umbers an d their 
assig n men t to con firm they were used 
for state purposes. 
The court in a 7-9 decision said 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferg uson has a 
leg al oblig ation to check the propriety 
of the bills an d can n ot be forced to pay 
the claims. 
Ordered the Washin g ton Court 
House city school board to in clude a 


picture of former hig h school sen ior 
Thomas McClun g an d his shoulder 
len g th hair in the delay ed 1974-75 
y earbook or n ot publish it at all. 
The decision affects about 38 sen iors 
who were told they could n ot hav e their 
pictures in the y earbook because they 
v iolated the "Studen t I>res8 an d 
Groomin g Guidelin es” written by the

con .stitution al question s raised by 
McClun g in his court challen g e an d 
in stead ruled that the g uidelin es were 
applied too haphazardly to stan d.

An d at a n ews con feren ce on Wed­ 
n esday , Ford ackn owledg ed he is 
rev iewin g his campaig n strateg y , an d 
he backed away from his earlier 
prediction s of a first-ballot v ictory , 
say in g on ly , "I thin k we’ll g o to Kan sas 
City an d win .” 
After four straig ht primary win s — 
Tex as on Saturday an d In dian a, 
Georg ia, an d Alabama on Tuesday — 
Reag an has 360 committed deleg ate 


v otes to 292 committed to Ford. There 
are 329 un committed Republican 
deleg ates, TTiere are 1,278 deleg ates 
y et to be chosen . It will take 1,130 v otes 
for n omin ation at the con v en tion in 
Kan sas City this Aug ust. 
Ford declin ed to predict what mig ht 
happen in the remain in g primaries, 
but he said, "We’re g oin g to win our 
full share.” 
But Dole, a former GOP n ation al 
chairman , said he thin ks Reag an is 
ahead in Nebraska, which v otes n ex t 
Tuesday . In n on primary states, he 
said he ex pects Reag an to do well in 
Wy omin g an d sweep Oklahoma. 
Ev en Michig an , Ford’s home state, 
is n ow reg arded as question able. 
Michig an law permits crossov er 
v otin g where members of on e party 
can v ote in the other party ’s primary . 
In Tex as an d In dian a, two other 
crossov er states, Reag an defeated 
Ford with the aid of Democratic v otes, 
man y apparen tly from former Georg e 
Wallace supporters. 
Sen ate GOP Whip Robert F. Griffin 


of Michig an said he is con cern ed about 
Ford’s chan ces in the May 18 Michig an 
v otin g , an d White House Press 
Secretary Hon Nessen , said, "I’d be 
kiddin g y ou if I didn ’t say Uicre is a 
con cern the I Residen t could lose Mich­ 
ig an .” 
Much of the adv ice bein g g iv en Ford 
urg es him to g et off the defen siv e an d 
spen d less time respon din g to attacks 
by Reag an . 
At his n ews con feren ce. Ford ap­ 
peared to be try in g out the adv ice. He 
said he thoug ht he had win n in g issues 
in that "we are at peace,” that the 
econ omy was improv in g an d that he 
had re.stored tru.st an d con fiden ce in 
the ex ecutiv e bran ch of g ov ern men t.

An d n ow, the Bev erly Hills bar that 
serv ed Gordon has been sued suc­ 
cessfully for more than $2 million 
un der a state law that makes tav ern s 
liable for the action s of their patron s. 
Barten ders aroun d the coun try 
con tacted by Hie Associated Press 
said such ridin g s are un fair, an d are 
easily ex ploited by the un scrupulous. 
They add they alway s try to cut off the 
patron who has had too much, althoug h 
admittin g they sometimes aren ’t too 
successful. 
"We’ll hav e to be more careful,” 
said barten der Qem Abbott of the 
Pasaden a, Calif., EUis Club. “They ’v e 
prosecuted barten dei^ before for that 
— fin ed them for g iv in g a man too 
much to drin k. But with that kin d of 
mon ey , houses will beg in crackin g 
down on their policy .”

“Dram Shop Laws” was a jury ’s 


v erdict in the Stacy case Tuesday . The 
liOS An g eles court awarded Stacy $1.9 
million an d Mrs. Cox' s estate $400,000. 
Mrs. Cox was a passen g er on Stacy ’s 
motorcy cle when it was rammed in 
1973 by Gordon ’s auto. 
Stacy also won a $17 5,000 settlemen t 
from Ix )s An g eles on his claim that the 
road where the acciden t occurred was 
poorly main tain ed. 
I^iwy ers for the Choppin g Block 
Bar, where Gordon had been drmkin g , 
said Wedn esday they will appeal an d 
may ask a reduction in the award.

He 
said motorists stop for a drin k in a tav ­ 
ern , then buy a bottle at a packag e 
liquor store. But the bar takes the 
blame. 


Herb Hay wood, who has operated 
the Cen tralia House in CCen tralia, 
111., 
for the past sev en y ears, said he was 
on ce sued by a lawy er who wasBi’t sure 
where the offen der had been drin kin g 
so he used a "scatterg un ai^roach” 
an d sued Hay wood’s place on the 
chan ce the fellow had l ^ n there. He 
hadn ’t. 
Illin ois is on e of the states with a 
Dram Shop I.aw. 
Bill Smith, 
a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
NBA 
in 
Washin g ton , said it’s hard to say how 
man y states hav e such laws. He said 
some state courts hav e in terpreted li­ 
quor licen sin g reg ulation s to hold 
tav ern s liable in these cases. 
The association wan ts these laws 
repealed because they place "a un ique 
burden on the bev erag e alcohol 
retailer” by makin g him liable for the 
action s of "n on related secon d par­ 
ties.” 
Smith, whose org an ization in cludes 
some 40,000 tav ern s an d restauran ts, 
said licen sin g laws are toug h en oug h to 
in sure that bars are respon sible. He 
n oted these laws in clude the power to 
suspen d or rev oke licen ses that 
represen t in v estmen ts of thousan ds of 
dollars.

The Berger Hospital Board of 
Governors met Wednesday night in 
special session 
to discuss the 
feasibility of further improvements at 
the hospital. 
Construction of a proposed IOO bed 
nursing tower at Berger Hospital could 
be financed with a tax levy. 
Meeting with the board were Dave 
Haas and Gordon Meinhart of Ernst 
and Ernst, who have done the financial 
planning for the new wing; Grant A. 
Drennen and Jack Kindig from Mid- 
Ohio Health Planning Federation and 
Dan Carmichael, architect. 
Carmichael designed the new an­ 
cillary wing and at that time made 
sketches of a 100-bed nursing tower to 
be built in front of the new wing, and 
referred to as Phase II of the building 
program. 
The Mid-Ohio group is a review 
agency governing the activities of 
hospitals in this area. 
Drennen said Pickaway County was 
still growing and he saw no reason for 
the patients in this area to go to 
Columbus for routine hospital care. 
Suggestions to this problem were 
inadequate facilities and a lack of 
physicians. 
Along these same lines, Charles 
Rideout, hospital adm inistrator, 
commented that the old hospital does 
not conform to state safety and fire 
regulations since both the halls and the 
doorways are too narrow to ac­ 
comodate the regular hospital bed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Public 
utilities will be able to challenge rate 
hikes as too small without taking the 
chance that they will lose what they’ve 
already gained under a ruling Wed­ 
nesday by the Ohio Supreme Court. 
The court ruled unanimously that 
the Cleveland Electric Illuminating 
Co. can legally charge its customers 
under a rate schedule ruled illegal 
until a new, higher rate schedule can 
be approved by the Public Utilities 
Commission of Ohio. 
The court reversed an earlier ruling, 
which said that the rates must jump 
back to the previous approved rates, 
sometimes to a rate several years 
previous. Utilities complained at that 
time that the ruling made it impossible 
for them to win a case because they 
would end up charging rates less than 
those found to be inadequate. 
The court said CEI could legally 
impose rates which were ruled 
illegal in 1975 until a new, higher rate 
is approved. 
The PUCO in 1973 authorized a rate 
increase 
for 
CEI. 
The 
utility 
challenged the rate, claiming it was 
too low. The Supreme Court last June 
agreed, striking down the 1973 rate 
schedule as unreasonable. 
But the PUCO then told CEI it would 
have to charge the rates in effect prior 
to 1973 since those were the last rates 
held to be legal and valid. 
The 1972 rate schedule was not ac­ 
tually put back into effect.The 
Supreme Court temporarily stayed the 
order, and the PUCO later allowed CEI 
to file a new rate schedule. 
Both CEI and the PUCO asked the 
court for a ruling on whether the 1972 
or the 1975 rate was proper. 
“The basic argument in support of 
(the earlier ruling) is that when this 
court reverses a commission order 
approving a revised rate schedule, the 
order and the schedule are then no 
longer in effect,” Justice Leonard J. 
Stern said in the court’s opinion. 
“The logical result of that argument 
would be that no rate could be charged, 
since this court had struck down the 
only rate schedule which was filed and 
in effect with the commission.

In other decisions Wednesday, the 
court: 
—Upheld the state auditor's right to 
withhold payment for gasoline and oil 
used in state undercover cars unless he 
has a list of such cars, their "cover" 
license plate numbers and their 
assignment to confirm they were used 
for state purposes. 
The court in a 7-0 decision said 
Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson has a 
legal obligation to check Ute propriety 
of the bills and cannot be forced to pay 
the claims. 
O rdered the Washington Court 
House city school board to include a 


picture of former high school senior 
Thomas MeClung and his shoulder 
length hair in the delayed 1974-75 
yearbook or not publish it at all. 
The decision affects about 38 seniors

Ford Backers Fear Loss 
In Michigan Primary

Key 
political advisers to President Ford 
are growing increasingly pessimistic 
about his chances of arriving at the 
GOP National Convention with enough 
votes for a first-ballot victory, and 
some are concerned he could lose his 
own state’s primary. 
After Ronald Reagan’s dramatic 
resurgence, Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan., 
said Wednesday he didn’t think either 
Ford or Reagan would reach the con­ 
vention with the 1,130 votes needed for 
nomination. 
And at a news conference on Wed­ 
nesday, Ford acknowledged he is 
reviewing his campaign strategy, and 
he backed away from his earlier 
predictions of a first-ballot victory, 
saying only, "I think we’ll goto Kansas 
City and win.” 
After four straight primary wins — 
Texas on Saturday and Indiana, 
Georgia, and Alabama on Tuesday — 
Reagan has 360 committed delegate 


votes to 292 committed to Ford. There 
are 329 uncommitted Republican 
delegates. There are 1,278 delegates 
yet to be chosen. It will take 1,130 votes 
for nomination at the convention in 
Kansas City this August. 
Ford declined to predict what might 
happen in the remaining primaries, 
but he said, "We’re going to win our 
full share." 
But Dole, a former GDP national 
chairman, said he thinks Reagan is 
ahead in Nebraska, which votes next 
Tuesday. In nonprimary states, he 
said he expects Reagan to do well in 
Wyoming and sweep Oklahoma. 
Even Michigan, Ford’s home state, 
is now regarded as questionable. 
Michigan law permits crossover 
voting where members of one party 
can vote in the other party’s primary. 
In Texas and Indiana, two other 
crossover states, Reagan defeated 
Ford with the aid of Democratic votes, 
many apparently from former George 
Wallace supporters., 
Senate GOP Whip Robert F. Griffin 


of Michigan said he is concerned about 
Ford's chances in the May 18 Michigan 
voting, and White House Press 
Secretary Hon Nessen, said, "I’d be 
kidding you lf I didn’t say there is a 
concern the l*resident could lose Mich­ 
igan.’’ 
Much of the advice being given Ford 
urges him to get off the defensive and 
spend less time responding to attacks 
by Reagan. 
At his news conference, Ford ap­ 
peared to be trying out the advice. He 
said he thought he had winning issues 
in that "we are at peace,” that the 
economy was improving and that he 
had restored trust and confidence in 
the executive branch of government. 
The Reagan surge has made some 
Republicans concerned that their 
convention in August could be due of 
the most divisive in many years. 
Sen. Howard H. Baker Jr., RTenn., 
said if neither Ford nor Reagan gets 
the nomination on the first or second 
ballot, "you can look for the awfullest

A Beverly Hills bar poured the shot 
that may be heard round the nation. 
Alcohol helped cost Claire Cox her 
life, actor James Stacy his left arm 
and leg, and motorist Carter Gordon a 
term in the state prison for man­ 
slaughter and drunken driving. 
And now, the Beverly Hills bar that 
served Gordon has been sued suc­ 
cessfully for more than $2 million 
under a state law that makes taverns 
liable for the actions of their patrons. 
Bartenders around the country 
contacted by The Associated Press 
said such rulings are unfair, and are 
easily exploited by the unscrupulous. 
They add they always try to cut off the 
patron who has had too much, although 
admitting they sometimes aren’t too 
successful. 
“We’ll have to be more careful,” 
said bartender Clem Abbott of the 
Pasadena, Calif., Elks Club. “They’ve 
prosecuted bartenders before for that 
— fined them for giving a man too 
much to drink. But with that kind of 
money, houses will begin cracking 
down on their policy.” 
Drawing attention to so-called 
“Dram Shop Laws” was a Jury’s 


verdict in the Stacy case Tuesday. The 
Ix>s Angeles court awarded Stacy $1.9 
million and Mrs. Cox’s estate $400,000. 
Mrs. Cox was a passenger on Stacy's 
motorcycle when it was rammed in 
1973 by Gordon’s auto. 
Stacy also won a $175,000 settlement 
from Ix)s Angeles on his claim that the 
road where the accident occurred was 
poorly maintained. 
lawyers for the Chopping Block 
Bar, where Gordon had been drinking, 
said Wednesday they will appeal and 
may ask a reduction in the award. 
Norman Manha, Western director of 
the National 
License Beverage 
Association 
(NLBA), says 
this 
decision is the eighth or ninth major 
damage award won against a 
California tavern in recent years. 
As in malpractice insurance, the 
result has been a tripling of tavern 
insurance costs. The average saloon 
now pays about $1,200 for Dram Shop 
insurance in Califomia, Manha said. 
Manha, who owns two taverns in the 
Hayward, Calif., area, said one 
problem is inherent in such laws. He 
said motorists stop for a drink in a tav­ 
ern, then buy a bottle at a package 
liquor store. But the bar takes the 
blame. 


Herb Haywood, who has operated 
the Centralia House in Centralia, 111., 
for the past seven years, said he was 
once sued by a lawyer who wasn't sure 
where the offender had been drinking 
so he used a "scattergun approach” 
and sued Haywood’s place on the 
chance the fellow had been there. He 
hadn't. 
Illinois is one of the states with a 
Dram Shop Law. BUI Smith, a 
spokesman 
for 
the 
NBA 
in 
Washington, said it’s hard to say how 
many states have such laws. He said 
some state courts have interpreted li- 
quor licensing regulations to hold 
taverns liable in these cases. 
The association wants these laws 
repealed because they place “a unique 
burden on the beverage alcohol 
retailer" by making him bable for the 
actions of “nonrelated second par­ 
ties.” 
Smith, whose organization includes 
some 40,000 taverns and restaurants, 
said licensing laws are tough enough to 
insure that bars are responsible. He 
noted these laws include the power to 
suspend or revoke licenses that 
represent investments of thousands of 
dollars.

Cl*EVEI*AND i AP) - A fire fanned 
by high winds swept across a three- 
block section of old frame houses in 
Cleveland’s southeast side before 
dawn today, crumbling 29 homes like 
matchboxes and leaving scores of 
men, women and children wandering 
the streets in their nightclothes. 
Three injuries were reported, two of 
them firemen who suffered sprains 
and exhaustion as they raced the clock 
against winds gusting up to 40 miles an 
hour. Even as far away as 100 feet, 
their eyes watered from the intense 
heat that burned some of the homes to 
the ground in less than 30 minutes. 
Residents, many of them elderly and 
one of them blind, rushed from their 
homes in fear, leaving everything be­ 
hind-clothing, new furniture, checks 
and cash.

Childers said that an hour before the 
major fire, another blaze had been 
reported at two homes a block away 
but was unrelated to the later fire. He 
said that gasoline cans found in the 
yard and driveway of one of the homes 
in the minor fire led him to believe it 
was arson. 
As for whether arson was involved in 
the major fire, he said, “ it is possible 
but we have no proof.”

By and large, the services have been 
able to meet their enlistment quotas 
since the recession took hold in 1974. 
But results of the survey, disclosed 
at an Army conference this week, 
spells bad news for the Pentagon’s 
hopes of maintaining an all-volunteer 
military force if the economy booms. 
The survey tends to support the 
recent warning by the Defense 
Manpower Commission, which said 
that if a robust economy develops, the 
supply of recruits will probably not be 
large enough to support needs of the 
service.”

WILLIAMSBURG, VA. - Today ’s 
American family , on v acation , is a 
swin gin gly differen t breed from th e 
family of on ly a few y ears ago . . . 
Paren ts an d ch ildren n ow deman d 
fu n an d th rills on th eir two-weeks-with - 
pay . Th e bu colic trips, th e edu cate-th e- 
kids v isits to h istoric lan dmarks, are 
n o lon ger su fficien t. Th ere's got to be 
action ! 
A qu ick glan ce at th e u p an d down 
an d u p again fortu n es of “Colon ial 
Williamsbu rg” prov ide a 
clu e to 
wh at’s h appen in g: 
For rou gh ly 40 y ears, th is ch armin g 
18 th cen tu ry capital of th e Virgin ia 
colon y — restored in 1926 by Joh n D. 
Rockefeller Jr. — was a top U.S. 
tou rist attraction . Families flocked 
h ere to absorb an d reliv e h istory . So 
did foreign h eads of state: it was a 
“mu st” on U.S. v isits by kin gs, qu een s 
an d sh ah s. 
By th e middle 1960s, 
h owev er, a cu riou s ch an ge began to be 
felt. 
People 
h ad 
become 
less 
fascin ated with h istory (con cu rren t 
with a depopu larization of th e 
“patriotic spirit” ), an d more con ­ 
cern ed with sh eer amu semen t. 
“ Th eme parks” — begu n an d 
ty pified by Disn ey lan d, an d later 
Disn ey World — pu lled in th e bu lk of 
th e y ou n g, afflu en t tou rist trade, an d 
also th e v isitin g bigwigs. Did Kh ru sh ­ 
ch ev wan t to reliv e th e American 
Rev olu tion ? No, h e wan ted to ride "It’s 
a Small World” at Disn ey lan d. 
American paren ts, of cou rse, still 
wan ted 
th eir 
y ou n g 
to 
“ learn 
someth in g” on a v acation — bu t it was 
more palatable if th e kn owledge came 
in th e form of a circle-v ision screen or 
an imatromic Presiden ts — with a 
roller coaster at th e ready . Th e pu rely 
h istoric lan dmarks felt th e declin e. 
By 1969, lov ely Colon ial Williams­ 
bu rg was takin g demograph ic stu dies 
an d cou ld see th e obv iou s. Th eir 
v isitors were older. Th e y ou n g families 
were 
lookin g 
for 
more 
action 
elsewh ere. Bu sin ess h ad flatten ed ou t. 
Th e ch airman of th e board of th e 
Colon ial Williamsbu rg Fou n dation was 
th e 
late 
Win th rop 
Rockefeller, 
gov ern or of Arkan sas. He worried 
abou t th e flou n derin g econ omy of th e 
James City Cou n ty area of Virgin ia, 
already 
prov erty 
stricken 
an d 
th reaten ed fu rth er if th e h istoric at­ 
traction faltered. Rockefeller h eard a 
ru m or th at th e An h eu ser-Bu sch 
compan y was search in g for a mid- 
Atlan tic coast site for a n ew brewery . 
An h eu ser-Bu sch h ad establish ed a 
Bu sch Garden s park in Tampa, wh ich 
was th en (before Disn ey World 
open ed) th e n u mber on e tou rist at­ 
traction in Florida. Rockefeller picked 
u p a ph on e, called Au gu st A. Bu sch Jr., 
an d told h im th ere were 3,600 ch oice 
acres av ailable east of Colon ial 
Williamsbu rg, an d a sale migh t be 


arran ged — if, an d on ly if, th e com­ 
pan y wou ld gu aran tee to bu ild a Bu sch 
Gardeas th eme park on th e site, to 
abet th e fu tu re fortu n es of th e h istoric 
tou rist attraction . 
It was a bold mov e for Gov ern or 
Rockefeller, bu t a foresigh ted on e. 
Bu sch immediately , on seein g th e 
lan d, agreed. Th ou gh m ore con ­ 
serv ativ e members of th e Colon ial 
Williamsbu rg Fou n dation may h av e 
been in itially agh ast, th ey came to see 
th e n eed. Th e resu lt was th e open in g 
last May of “Th e Old Cou n try ” — a 
lov ely , liv ely th eme park div ided in to 
re-created h am lets of y estery ear 
Fu ropean lan ds, an d equ ipped with th e 
modem American families’ priorities: 
mon orails, train s, th rill rides, liv e 
en tertain men t, sh oppin g an d din in g 
areas. 
Th ere were still some skeptics in 
Williamsbu rg wh en Bu sch Garden s’ 
“Th e Old Cou n try ” open ed last May 3, 
bu t th ey qu ickly became fan s an d 
believ ers as th ey saw bu sin ess ex pan d. 
In 1974, Colon ial Williamsbu rg h ad 
taken in $951,032. In 1975, with th e 
debu t of Bu sch , Williamsbu rg grossed 
$1,250,637. An d th e "y ou n g family ” 
trade came back to div ide th eir 
v acation time between th e two at­ 
traction s. 
Th is y ear, bu sin ess will boom ev en 
more, as th e Bu sch Garden s effort 
ex pan ds. Set amid tall trees, lan d­ 
scaped pictu resqu ely with lakes, 
waterfalls an d wild an imals, th e 360- 
acre park cu rren tly h as reprodu ction s 
of an En glish Elizabeth an town , a 
Scotlan d v illage an d Fren ch an d 
German h amlets, each with th eir own 
th rill rides an d con n ected by boats, 
drawbridges, sky rides, an d wooded 
walkway s. I^ate th is mon th , th ey will 
open “Oktoberfest" — an d ex pan sion 
of th e German section , with eigh t n ew 
th rill rides an d an en ormou s Mu n ich - 
like festiv al h all wh ich can serv e food, 
drin k an d liv e en tertain men t to 2,000 
tou rists or con v en tion eers. 
Adjacen t to th e th eme park is th e 
n ew Kin gsmill on th e James (Riv er) 
ch ampion sh ip golf cou rse, created by 
famed lin ks design er Pete Dy e an d 
possibly th e most beau tifu l, wicked, 
n asty , mean cou rses a du ffer h as ev er 
faced. Imagin e a 350-y ard-lon g bu n ker 
alon g a fairway ; a tee th at deman ds a 
240-y ard carry ov er water; a green 
with fou r separate terraced lev els! 
It’s easier to imagin e th an to play ... 
bu t is drawin g m asoch ists from 
arou n d th e cou n try as its repu tation 
spreads. Takin g a cu e from th e Disn ey 
organ ization , An h eu ser-Bu sch is also 
bu ildin g u p a residen tial commu n ity of 
h omes an d town h ou ses in th e h eav ily 
wooded acreage arou n d th e golf 
cou rse. As a resu lt, th is h istoric

area

is 
proceedin g carefu lly from somn olen ce 
toward plan n ed prosperity .

A Capitol Idea

WILIJAMSBURG, VA. — Today’s 
American family, on vacation, is a 
swingingly different breed from the 
family of only a few years ago . . . 
Parents and children now demand 
fun and thrills on their two-weeks-with- 
pay. The bucolic trips, the educate-the- 
kids visits to historic landmarks, are 
no longer sufficient. There’s got to be 
action! 
A quick glance at the up and down 
and up again fortunes of “ Colonial 
Williamsburg’’ provide a 
clue to 
what's happening: 
For roughly 40 years, this charming 
18th century capital of the Virginia 
colony — restored in 1926 by John D. 
Rockefeller Jr. — was a top U.S. 
tourist attraction. Families flocked 
here to absorb and relive history. So 
did foreign heads of state: it was a 
“ must” on U.S. visits by kings, queens 
and shahs. By the middile 1960s, 
however, a curious change began to be 
felt. 
People 
had 
become 
less 
fascinated with history (concurrent 
with a 
depopularization of the 
“ patriotic spirit” ), and more con­ 
cerned with sheer amusement. 
“ Theme parks” — begun and 
typified by Disneyland, and later 
Disney World — pulled in the bulk of 
the young, affluent tourist trade, and 
also the visiting bigwigs. Did Khrush­ 
chev want to relive the American 
Revolution? No, he wanted to ride “ Ifs 
a Small World” at Disneyland. 
American parents, of course, still 
wanted 
their 
young 
to 
“ learn 
something’’ on a vacation — but it was 
more palatable if the knowledge came 
in the form of a circle-vision screen or 
animatromic Presidents — with a 
roller coaster at the ready. The purely 
historic landmarks felt the decline. 
By 1969, lovely Colonial Williams­ 
burg was taking demographic studies 
and could see the obvious. Their 
visitors were older. The young families 
were 
looking 
for 
more 
action 
elsewhere. Business had flattened out. 
The chairman of the board of the 
Colonial Williamsburg Foundation was 
the 
late 
Winthrop 
Rockefeller, 
governor of Arkansas. He worried 
about the floundering economy of the 
Jam es City County area of Virginia, 
already 
proverty 
stricken 
and 
threatened further if the historic at­ 
traction faltered. Rockefeller heard a 
rumor that the Anheuser-Busch 
company was searching for a mid- 
Atlantic coast site for a new brewery. 
Anheuser-Busch had established a 
Busch Gardens park in Tampa, which 
was then (before Disney World 
opened) the number one tourist at­ 
traction in Florida. Rockefeller picked 
up a phone, called August A. Busch Jr., 
and told him there were 3,600 choice 
acres available east of Colonial 
Williamsburg, and a sale might be 


arranged — if, and only if, the com­ 
pany would guarantee to build a Busch 
Gardens theme park on the site, to 
abet the future fortunes of the historic 
tourist attraction. 
It was a bold move for Governor 
Rockefeller, but a foresighted one. 
Busch immediately, on seeing the 
land, agreed. Though more con­ 
servative members of the Colonial 
Williamsburg Foundation may have 
been initially aghast, they came to see 
the need. The result was the opening 
last May of “The Old Country” — a 
lovely, lively theme park divided into 
re-created hamlets of yesteryear 
F.uropean lands, and equipped with the 
modem American families’ priorities: 
monorails, trains, thrill rides, live 
entertainment, shopping and dining 
areas. 
There were still some skeptics in 
Williamsburg when Busch Gardens’ 
“ The Old Country" opened last May 3, 
but they quickly became fans and 
believers as they saw business expand. 
In 1974, Colonial Williamsburg had 
taken in $951,032. In 1975, with the 
debut of Busch, Williamsburg grossed 
$1,250,637. And the "young family” 
trade came back to divide their 
vacation time between the two at­ 
tractions. 
This year, business will boom even 
more, as the Busch Gardens effort 
expands. Set amid tall trees, land­ 
scaped picturesquely with lakes, 
waterfalls and wild animals, the 360- 
acre park currently has reproductions 
of an English Elizabethan town, a 
Scotland village and French and 
German hamlets, each with their own 
thrill rides and connected by boats, 
drawbridges, skyrides, and wooded 
walkways. I .ate this month, they will 
open “ Oktoberfest" — and expansion 
of the German section, with eight new 
thrill rides and an enormous Munich- 
like festival hall which can serve food, 
drink and live entertainment to 2,000 
tourists or conventioneers. 
Adjacent to the theme park is the 
new Kingsmill on the Jam es (River) 
championship golf course, created by 
famed links designer Pete Dye and 
possibly the most beautiful, wicked, 
nasty, mean courses a duffer has ever 
faced. Imagine a 350-yard-long bunker 
along a fairway; a tee that demands a 
240-yard carry over water; a green 
with four separate terraced levels! 
It’s easier to imagine than to play.. . 
but is drawing m asochists from 
around the country as its reputation 
spreads. Taking a cue from the Disney 
organization, Anheuser-Busch is also 
building up a residential community of 
homes and townhouses in the heavily 
wooded acreage around the golf 
course. As a result, this historic 
Tidewater 
area 
of 
Virginia 
is 
proceeding carefully from somnolence 
toward planned prosperity.

I know that doctors don’t want to 
take X-rays of the breast too often. Is 
the “heat test" just as dangerous? 
Mrs. A. J., Penn. 
Dear MRS. J.: 
I>et me assure you immediately that 
doctors specializing in mammography 
(X-ray of the breasts) are extremely 
careful to avoid radiation hazards. 
You must have faith in your doctor’s 
judgment. This rule applies to periodic 
X-rays of the chest, the teeth and other 
organs. 
The “ heat test” you refer to is known 
as “thermography.” This is an im­ 
portant addition to all other methods 
(including X-ray) of cancer detection 
of the breast. Heat patterns can be 
studied without hazard and without 
any danger to the patient.

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NEW YORK (AP) - In Robert 
Theobald’s view, civilization is like a 
group of tipplers in the club car who 
feel secure despite the train’s high 
speed because, of course, the engineer 
is stone sober. Except that he isn’t. 
It’s part of our upbringing, he said 
the other day. “ Everyone feels 
someone else is making the decisions.” 
So long as we are unprepared to 
accept the certainty of disaster, given 
our present directions, we shall fail to 
alter our priorities until it is too late, 
he said, adding this advice: 
“ We must abandon our polyanna 
optimism and encourage new styles of 
leadership which will have the 
imagination to lead us in new direc­ 
tions.” 
What is needed, he said, is sapiential 
leadership, or that based on com­ 
petence, wisdom and knowledge, 
rather than on the ability to coerce or 
impress. I readership that admits it 
isn’t omnipotent, but which is willing 
to join in a search for answers. 
Theobald believes that if civilization 
can avoid the crash, the United States 
is the one to show the way. Therefore 
the title of his 14th book, just published 
by The New Republic Book Co., 
Washington, D.C.: “ Beyond Despair.” 
Who is Theobald? He is a socio­ 
economist, a futurist who derives some 
of his notions from the U.S. Con­ 
stitution, a British subject bom in 
India who lives in Wickenburg, Ariz., 
and commutes to work in Spokane, 
Wash. 
He is a seminal thinker whose books, 
lectures and consultations with 
congressmen, and with community, 
labor and business leaders, and in fact, 
any group that will listen, have spread 
his ideas far and wide, although often 
the origin is forgotten. 
He says he doesn’t mind that people 
don’t always associate his name with 
the concept, such as the guaranteed 
income, or that some consider him a 
liberal when he feels he is a fun­ 
damental conservative, because his 
payoff is acceptance of his ideas. He 
offers no program, only concepts and a 
sense of direction. 
Theobald believes the train can be 
saved, not just by sobering up the 
engineer but by sobering up the 
passengers, too, by giving them 
realistic information, encouraging 
them to think and discuss ideas, thus 
providing the wherewithal to act. 
In a democracy, which Theobald 
believes is the hope of mankind, free 
men need this information, and they 
themselves must act on it. They must 
communicate. They must accom ­ 


modate differences. They must seek 
new directions. 
We must, he insists, rethink our 
fundamental 
assumptions 
about 
health, education, justice and work- 
income distribution as we move from 
the industrial to the communications 
era. Among other things endangered is 
free enterprise, he says. 
We must, he believes, recognize the 
beauty of diversity and pluralism 
rather than insisting that everyone is 
the same. 
And, he continues, we must accept 
the idea of enoughness instead of that 
which makes us seek unending growth. 
We must accept widespread par­ 
ticipation in decision-making — that’s 
democracy, he notes — rather than 
autocratic dictates. 
“ The leaders we have at the moment 
have so much power they are cut off 
from the people they should be 
leading,” he said. “There’s a great 
deal of alienation. Leaders don’t know 
what citizens want.” 
I readership is so involved with doing 
and acting that it doesn’t stop to listen 
and learn, he said, like the engineer, it 
doesn’t 
consult 
or 
inform 
the 
passengers. It is fed information by 
specialist groups; it has lost touch with 
the people. 
“ I believe people are capable of 
learning from each other and making 
the right decisions,” he said, but he 
added that he wonders if often we don’t 
operate in an unreal atmosphere, 
ignoring our problems, leaving them 
unresolved. 
Americans can face the issues, he 
believes, issues that some leaders 
consider unspeakable. The level of 
debate among the founding fathers 
was much higher, “ a great deal more 
astute than ours are today,” he said. 
“ In this time of confused transition,” 
he states in the book, “ a determined 
individual or group can have an im­ 
pact far greater than would normally 
be expected.”

Police Issue 
April Report 


Circleville City Police investigated 
44 accidents, issued 69 arrests and took 
138 complaint reports during the 
month of April according to statistics 
compiled by Capt. Francis W. 
Smallwood and Sgt. Wes Barton. 
Of 44 accidents, 38 were non-injury 
cases. Eight people were taken to the 
hospital from the other six. 


Captain Smallwood indicated con­ 
tributing factors for the majority of the 
accidents were improper backing, 
failure to maintain an assured clear 
distance ahead, or operating a motor 
vehicle under the influence of alcohol 
or drugs. 


Accidents occurring between 3 p.m. 
and 6 p.m. accounted for 32 per cent of 
the total number. Between 8 a.m. and 9 
a.m. 11.3 per cent of the accidents 
occurred. 


City policemen made 33 arrests for 
disorderly conduct — intoxication 
which accounted for 47.8 per cent of

Senior Wins Yearbook Photo Case 
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COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) - The Ohio 
Supreme Court has settled a year-long 
dispute over the hair length of a high 
school senior, clearing the way at last 
for 
publication 
of 
the 
1974-75 
Washington Court House high school 
yearbook. 
In a 5-2 decision Wednesday, the 
court ruled the school board in the city 
of 12,500 cannot exclude Thomas 
McClung and his hair from the book. 
The court said the board must either 
include him or cancel the book. 
The court sidestepped the con­ 
stitutional 
questions 
raised 
by 
McClung, noting that four U.S. Circuit 
Courts of Appeal have ruled students 
have a constitutional right to choose 
their own hair style while five circuits 
have rejected such claims. The U.S. 
Supreme Court has refused nine times 
to hear such cases, the court said. 
The state court instead ruled that the 
guidelines were applied haphazardly 
and thus could not stand. The court 
said past yearbooks contain the pic­ 
tures of students violating the hair 
rule. 
“ Regardless of whether these 
guidelines are reasonably necessary to 
effectuate a valid educational purpose, 
uniformity of application is required 
and is not apparent upon the record in 
this case,” the court said. 
The court also noted that the 
yearbooks are received by seniors 
after their graduation and said that 
“extending application of these 
guidelines beyond the end of the school 
year is unnecessary for the govern­ 
ment of the pupils.

practice. 
“ Our advice has always been don’t 
do it,” said Kalph Bolen, executive

association. 
“ We still 
recommend 
against the process (of reproducing 
money) for a newspaper or any kind of 
brochure.”

However, he said, it is practically 
impossible to produce a forged plate 
from such a publication. 
The Department of the Treasury 
sponsored an amendment to the 
federal law in 1968, permitting 
publication of money, stamps and 
other government obligations for 
certain purposes.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - There 
were long lines at banks and post of­ 
fices when $2 bills were reissued last 
month, and banks certainly didn’t 
have to advertise that the bills were in 
stock. 
That’s probably good since, as one 
banking official warns, advertising 
money can be illegal. 
Federal regulations make it illegal 
to print certain-sized replicas and 
illustrations of paper money and 
stamps for general advertising pur­ 
poses. Although the law is intended to 
prevent forgery, an official of the Ohio 
Bankers 
Association 
says 
his 
organization recommends against the 
practice. 
‘ Our advice has always been don’t 
do it,” said Ralph Bolen, executive 
vice 
president 
of 
the 
bankers 
association. “ We still recommend 
against the process (of reproducing 
money) for a newspaper or any kind of 
brochure.” 
I 
However, he said, it is practically 
impossible to produce a forged plate 
from such a publication. 
The Department of the Treasury 
sponsored an amendment to the 
federal law in 1968, permitting 
publication of money, stamps and 
other government obligations for 
certain purposes. 
According to a 
department publication, photographs 
of 
money 
can 
be 
printed 
“ for 
numismatic, educational, historical 
and newsworthy purposes...but not for 
general advertising purposes.” 
The illustrations must be in black 
and white and must be less than three- 
fourths or more than l 1^ times the size 
of the original, according to the de­ 
partment.

The contract was criticized Tuesday 
by Rep. I^es Aspin, D-Wis., who said 
the Pentagon contract to I^atsec, Inc., 
was a bailout payment and a flagrant 
abuse of the law.” 
Aspin said without the contract Dr. 
Peter Toma’s company would go 
bankrupt. 
Public Law 85-804 suspends ordinary 
procurement regulations and allows 
the Department of Defense to rewrite a 
contract 
in 
any 
way 
it 
deems 
necessary. 
The language machine and index 
system is used to translate Russian 
into English from Soviet technical 
journals and other documents obtained 
from the Soviet Union, Toma said. 
Many of the unclassified Soviet papers 
also are being processed for the Air 
Force in Toma’s I .a Jolla offices. 


Toma said his contract is with the 
foreign technology division at Wright-

Ford has receiv ed mix ed adv ice 
abou t the bill from Repu blican leaders 
in Cong ress. 
Senate Minority leader Hu g h Scott 
of Pennsy lv ania and Sen. Mark 0. 
Hatfield of Oreg on, the senior 
Repu blican on the conference com­ 
mittee that came u p with the com­ 
promise bill, said Ford shou ld sig n it. 
Bu t Hou se Repu blican leader John 
Rhodes of Arizona and Senate 
Repu blican Whip Robert Griffin of 
Michig an v oted ag ainst the bill. 
Ford had u rg ed Cong ress to enact a 
bill mak ing the six FEC members 
presidential appointees to conform 
with a Su preme Cou rt ru ling that said 
it was u nconstitu tional for Cong ress to 
appoint some members.

CAIRO (AF) - Plu mbing the desert 
sands from ou ter space, American 
satellites hav e rev ealed the ex istence 
of water, oil, u raniu m and other 
minerals in the Eg y ptian Sahara and 
the Sinai Peninsu la, an Eg y ptian 
scientist say s. 
Ahmed Abdel Hady said pho­ 
tog raphs tak en by the ERTS-1 and 
1-andsat satellites are still being 
analy zed bu t preliminary indications 
show enou g h water in the Sinai Desert 
“to tu rn mast of it g reen.” Most of the 
Sinai is still occu pied by the Israelis 
who seized it in 1967. 
Abdel Hady heads a joint Eg y ptian- 
Amertcan scientific team in charg e of 
the Remote Sensing Project which has 
been receiv ing data from satellites and 
other space dev ices since 1972. 
In addition to the desert potential, 
Abdel Hady said in an interv iew, 
prev iou sly u nnoticed fertile areas near 
the Nile Valley cou ld prov ide food for 
thou sands of Eg y ptians. 
Ok lahoma State Univ ersity and 
Michig an Univ ersity , in cooperation 
with the Eg y ptian g ov ernment, hav e a 
bu dg et of $1.2 million annu ally for 
stu dy of the u ntapped resou rces, Abdel 
Hady added. 
"Six imag es from ERTS-1 last y ear 
showed that the Sinai Peninsu la has 
hu g e water, oil and mineral resou r­ 
ces,” Abdel Hady said. 
“ We photog raphed some 3 ,5 00 
squ are miles in Sinai ex tending from 
the north to the sou th.” 
Shots showed three different areas 
rich with petroleu m and natu ral g as, 
he added.

The first is the Gulf of Suez which 
already has proven oil reserves. The 
second is the Mediterranean offshore 
area in northern Sinai which has not 
yet been explored, and the third is a 
large area in southern Sinai marked by 
sedimentary rocks carrying natural 
gas, Abdel Hady said. 
The highlands in northern Sinai and 
the coastal strip of Wadi el Arish — 
totaling more than 2,000 square miles 
— conceal huge water potential, 
“enough to turn most of Sinai Desert 
green,” Abdel Hady said.

2,500-square-mile area adjacent to the 
Nile basin 


Satellite images also were used to 
study a huge hydroelectric project 
proposed in the QuatLara Depression in 
the desert west of the Nile Valley. 
“The studies cover regional map­ 
ping of the geology, structure poten­ 
tial, groundwater, surface drainage, 
mineral and petroleum resources in 
the Qattara region,” Abdel Hady said. 
The Qattara Depression project, if 
implemented, would give Fgypt more 
than double the electric power 
currently provided by the Aswan High 
Dam.

Mount Vernon already has approved 
changing the tax receipts split from 60- 
40 in favor of operating funds over 
capital spending to 80 per cent in favor 
of operating funds.

"Administrators are going to have to 
take an even tougher line with unions, 
too,” he added. “ Tax hikes followed by 
pay raises which eat up a large part of 
the increased revenue don’t sit well 
with the voters.” 
Coleman said he can understand 
why the state is reluctant to raise the 
amount of revenue going into the local 
government fund. “ The state is under 
the same pressure as the cities,” he 
said. 
Coleman also would like to see city 
councils empowered to raise taxes 
past present limits. “ Why not let the 
local representatives take the heat?”

Wednesday, brings Ohio’s newspaper 
and broadcast editors under parts of 
its coverage.

Committee Chairman Michael Del 
Bane, I>-56 Hubbard, noted that some 
newspapers editorialized for House 
action on the bill while concurrently 
doing the same “with front page sto­ 
ries.” 
“If they are going to take a posture 
like that, then they should be in the 
bill,” said Del Bane.

Monument at Chillicothe will be the 
site of a Youth Conservation Corps 
(YCC) camp this sum m er, the 
National 
Park 
Service 
announced 
today. 
YCC is a nationwide conservation 
employment-education program for 
youth between the ages of 15-18 and is 
administered by the U.S. Department 
of 
Interior 
and 
Agriculture 
in 
cooperation with state governments. 
The camp will be June 14 - August 6, 
as a non-residcntial camp employing 
12 young men and women. The young 
people will be paid for 30 hours of 
outdoor conservation work week with 
an additional IO hours a week being 
devoted to educational activities 
related the natural and historical 
environment of the monument. 
Fred J. Fagergren, superintendent 
of Mound City Group, said the 12 
participants plus alternates will be 
selected 
from 
area applicants 
at 
random by use of computers. He ad­ 
ded, other than basic eligibility 
requirem ents such as age, par­ 
ticipants will be chosen without regard 
to other factors such as need of 
residence. Fagergren indicated the 
young people will be involved in such 
projects as river bank clean up, 
development of an interpretive trail 
and example of prehistoric garden, 
removal of exotic plants, construction 
of additional storage space, and 
grounds maintenance. Some additions 
projects will be off the monument and 
will assist local public organizations.
